The col­ 
on el made n o specific request for ac­ 
tion on Presiden t T aft’s part, but it 
was apparen t that he an d his frien ds 
sought the con feren ce for the moral 
effect that it would hav e in the state 
con test. 
The presiden t made it clear 
to Roosev elt that he is in sy m pathy 
with his fight again st the bosses, but 
be also told the colon el plain ly that he 
would n ot mix up further in the New 
York situation . 
He told Roosev elt 
th at he would stan d squarely on the 
letter which he had written to Lloy d 
C. Griscom soon after the m eetin g of 
th e Republican 
com m ittee 
in 
New 
York city . 
L ater Mr. Taft told the re- 
jy orters that in his opin ion his sy m pa­ 
thy with the Roosev elt forces was 
clearly shown in his letter. 
Although Mr. Roosev elt’s supporters 
who atten ded the con feren ce con tin ued 
to say that the bosses would he out­ 
v oted in the Saratoga con v en tion , the 
im pression 
prev ailed 
that 
Colon el 
Roosev elt an d Griscom n ow fin d them ­ 
selv es in a mighty tight hole an d that 
they had turn ed to the m eetin g with 
T aft as a possible mean s of sav in g the 
day . 
Mr. Roosev elt’s followers pro­ 
fessed to be en tirely satisfied with the 
outcome of the meetin g with Mr. Taft.

Dr. Harrris, who 
was fifty-five years old, was a scholar­ 
ly man and was for fifteen years pro­ 
fessor of Greek in Emory college, Ox ­ 
ford, Ga. 
He was a graduate of Em­ 
ory and took first honors in the class. 
“The Circuit Rider’s Wife,” b y Mrs. 
Harris, caused a sensation in church 
circles b ecause it dealt with hardships 
undergone b y a minister who does not 
play ecclesiastical politics.

been to school, but would make a com­ 
petent newsboy and be able to earn 
good wages in three years.
